This appearance before the Nation's 


highest tribunal, which tne Governors 
declare will blaze a new trail in the 
government of republics, will be made 
when the eight Western railroad rate 
cases come up for reargnment, iollow 
ing the action of the Supreme com t 
in ordering a rehearing alter United 
States Justice Sanborn 
held in 
the 


Minnesota 
case that the 
Railroad 


Commission of that State had no power 
to fix rates. 


One of the most notable features or 


the Governors' declaration of war is 
the fact that although the principle 
of States' rights is at stake two of 
the three members of the committee 
named by the Governors to represent 
them are Republicans. Hadley is pro- 
gressive in principle, but conservative 
in piactice. 
Aidrich is 
an 
extreme 


progressive of the most radical type 
But it was Harmon, who has been re- 
garded as a conservative, 
who first 


suggested the revolt and he was made 
chairman of the committee. 


The Governors of twenty-five States 


voted enthusiastically for the commit- 
tee and directed it to use its utmost 
endeavor to piotect the rights of the 
states. 


The committee, headed by Governor 


Harmon will at once take 
steps 
to 


confer with the Attorney-General of 
the States which are involved in the 
intra-state rate cases 
now pending, 


and on the facts compiled 
by 
Uiein 


formulate a biiei which they will pie- 


sent in person when the rehearing of 
the cases is held. Each member will 
probably make an appeal to the court 
to save to the States the rights which 
they have 
heretofore 
enjoyed. The 


States directly interested will be repre- 
sented also by their Attorneys-General. 


The test ease on which a dozen other 


cases depend is that 
of 
Minnesota, 


where Justice Sanborn, sitting a'one 
as circuit judge, decided that the Rail- 
road 
Commission had no power to 


regulate rates within the State. 


Other similar cases had been argued 


before the Supreme court, but 
after 


Justice Sanborn's decision was ren- 
dered the court ordered a reheaiing on 
all the cases before it, in order to have 
a final ruling on what is known as the 
"new rule" enunciated by Justice San- 
born. to the effect that such sweeping 
powers as were conferred on the Min- 
nesota commission by the Legislature 
as the champions of States rights are:

might get on in the world, then it would be an entirely different matter 
In cases like this, love is present, and the two pull equally. But it is not 
necessary here.

This woman may have some happiness In doing what she considers 


her duty. But there are various degrees of happiness. 
She surely could be-

may be brought forth who will be the 
choice of a state if a year should 
elapse before the convention assem- 
bles. 


No national convention has ever rec- 


ognized the choice of delegates chosen 
before the call has been issued. Sev- 
eral years ago the Democratic nation- 
al 
convention seriously considered 


throwing out the New York delegation 
because it was elected within a few 
•weeks after the call vras issued on the 
ground that it was a "snap conven- 
tion" and did not represent the will 
of the people. 
But it was asserted 


:hat as the national convention call 
bad been issued the state convention 
aeld after that date was valid. 


Alabama Early. 


Alabama is not only first on the list 


of states, but has already chosen men 
to represent her in the Republican na- 
tional convention and instructed them 
for President Taft.

The rules provide ior annual or 


erm passes, trip 
passes, suburban 


asses and telegraph passes to 
be 


ssued 
only to such person as 
are 


designated by law to receive them. 


Each road must file with the com- 


mission a list of the names and ti- 
tles of the officers in whom is 
re- 


posed authority to grant passes and 
a list of the names, and titles of offi- 
cers 
having authority to request 


passes from other roads. 
Only one 


officer may have the right to order 
the printing of passes and a com- 
plete record must be kept of 
-ill 


passes in stock. 


All 
requests for passes must be 


made in writing and such request? | *{£ 
must plainly state that the person' 
for whom the pass is asked is no: 
prohibited by law from receiving a 
pass. 
Passes for employes must be 


requested through the regular 
de- 


partment 
channels 
for employes. 


Complete records must bo kept by 
conductors and all passes must bo 
filed so as to be easily accessible for 
examination. 
The regulations 
pro- 


vide pass forms, and forms for tho 
records and for their filing. 


Under these new regulations thft 


issuing of passes will more earet'ii- 
ly be guarded and pass records will 
be at all times accessible to tho ex- 
aminers of the commission. They ,il- 
HO make all records and files having 
to do with passes uniform on all in- 
terstate roads and make it practical- 
ly impossible for any one not having 
the right to a pass to obtain one. 
Practically every point which 
may 


arise over free transportation is cov- 
ered in the now rules and they will 
be strictly enforced after Jan. 1.
